Sordid Facts Revealed 
By D.C. School Probe 


‘One-Fourth Of Pupils 
Born Out Of Wedlock 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A city 
health officer testified today that 
about one-fourth of the younger 
‘Negro children attending integrat- 
ed public schools in Washington 
were born out of wedlock. 


The official, Howard West, made 
the statement to a House subcom- 
mittee investigating conditions in 
the capital’s schools. Integration 
here started two years ago. 


West said Health Department re- 
cords show illegitimate births 
among Negroes here ranged from 
23.3 per cent of total Negro births 
in 1950 to 27 per cent in 1955. 


The range among whites was 
from 2.6 per cent in 1950 to 4.4 per 
cent in 1955. 


“Could it safely be said—particu- 
larly with reference to the younger 
children—that one out of every 
four colored children attending 
public school here is illegitimate?” 
asked Rep. John Bell Williams (D- 
Miss.) 


“I think that would be correct,” 
West replied.

It appears likely, of course, in view 
of its present composition, that the 
Supreme Court believed that social 
acceptance of the Negro into the 
homes, clubs, churches, restaurants 
and hotels of white people would 
eventually follow desegregation in 
the schools. But at least this isn’t the 
law—yet.

(2) That school desegregation is a 
moral issue. 


A moral problem involves a judg- 
ment of right or wrong in terms of 
some ethical code, e.g., Christianity 
or Mohammedanism. In this sense, 
the school placement of Negro chil- 
dren is a social, not a moral, matter. 
If Southern Negroes were denied all 
schooling, or (as is true in some of 
the West Indies colonies) were per- 
mitted only a few grades of schooling, 
white Southerners would indeed be 
guilty of gross -injustice. Until re- 
cently, many Negro schools in the 
South were admittedly T, as were 
also many white schools. But today 
the Negro youngster has the same 
courses of study as the white child, 
equally well trained teachers, and in 
many cases better equipped buildings. 


It is, to be sure, the responsibility 
of government to see that every child 
has the opportunity to get an educa- 
tion. But it is not too the right of 
parents in a free society to have 
some say as to how and under what 
circumstances their children shall be 
educated? Is this not‘true of white 
parents (who pay the bills) as well 
as of Negro parents (whose children 
get a free ride)? 

(3) That the churches favor integra- 
tion and hence it must be right.

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The Tank As Educator 


A penetrating editorial under the above title appears in the September 
22nd issue of National Review. Southern reaction to the spectacle of local 
troops forcing inter-racial mixing in Tennessee and Kentucky has been one 
of such shock, anger and disbelief that we felt it might be best to hear 
from a respected source far removed from the physical and emotional scene. 

Published and edited by Wm. F. Buckley, Jr., who gained nation-wide 
fame through his book, God and Man at Yale, National Review is a week- 
ly journal of opinion that numbers on its editorial and contributing staff a 
highly distinguished group of writers of whom it might be said, “None are 
more distantly removed from the ‘group-think’ of Henry Wallace’s ‘common 
man’ than these.” 

In connection with the opening sentence, we might say that Liberal- 
ism is based on reason, according to the Liberals only. Further, we feel 
that school de-segregation is non-rational, and there is ample scientific evi- 
dence plus millions of man-years of human experience to support our view. 

In principle, Liberalism rejects custom, revelation and tradition, in 
order to base its doctrine and program exclusively on reason: Reason, cast- 
ing off error through a scientific education, will disclose the truth; and 
reason, applied to the problems of practical life, will bring progressively 
into being the free and good society. 

But what if some men do not choose to behave as reason, 
through its Liberal oracles, enjoins? Ah, there’s the rub! 

Now, school segregation is nonrational. Though it is possible to state 
arguments for segregation that are not anti-rational, the motives upon 
which it primarily rests are ancestral custom, deep feeling and time-sanc- 
tioned prejudice. Yet many men and whole communities share the custom, 
feeling and prejudice, and may even believe that these are guides to the 
conduct of life more reliable than reason itself. 

So what arguments is Liberal reason going to offer to convince these 
men and communities that they are in error? 

Over the past weeks we have been observing the answer. 
ments: tanks, bayonets, machine guns. 

The cult of a reason divorced from tradition and faith ends in the 
brute appeal to force. The Liberal ideologues heading the cult put reason’s 
heretics to fire and sword. And so it has always been. The Goddess Rea- 
son, enthronéd by the French Revolution, looked down on the Place de la 
Nation as the guillotine chopped heads off. 

In small towns of Tennessee, Kentucky and West Virginia (fringe areas 
where integration had been proceeding at a spontaneous and rather rapid 
pace during recent years)y the school children, white and Negro, are 
learning important lessons these days: When citizens differ among them- 
selves, the ones who can order the tanks out have an interesting advan- 
tage. . . . When parents and the state don’t agree on how to bring up 
children, the state prevails. . . . Important social issues are decided by 
calling the National Guard. ... There are good, bad and indifferent laws, 
but the best law is martial law. . 


The way the world goes, this is learning that may come in useful.

Michigan's Demagogue 


A cloud is appearing on the horizon. As yet, it is no larger than a 
man’s hand, but it is there, and the significance of it portends the ultimate 
solution to twentieth century force bills and court edicts. 

Governor “Soapy” Williams of Michigan, who was in a heavy lather 
at the 1952 Democratic Convention for all-out civil rights, was merely. 
tepid suds in 1956, as millions of TV viewers from coast to coast had 
ample opportunity to see. 

What is there in this cloud no larger than a man’s hand to thus 
unstarch the fiery “Soapy?” 

Reports from Michigan indicate that in the first Congressional District 
of Michigan (Detroit and Hamtramck) the recent Democratic primary 
split strictly on color lines. The district is 40% Negro, and 60% Polish. 
A Polish-American won. i 

Governor “Soapy” faces a race for re-election in November against 
the Republican mayor of Detroit, who in contrast to the soap and powder 
heir is running on a platform of representing all the people—not just 
Negro pressure groups. 

Governor Williams’ predicament is easy to understand. He was elected 
in 1952 by a state-wide margin of only 8,600 votes for all Michigan, but 
the solid-Negro 2nd, 5th and 7th Wards of Detroit by majorities of 91%, 
92% and 91% respectively gave him a margin of 28,123 votes alone. Thus, 
when the inevitable reaction of white elements in Michigan sets in against 
the extremities and excesses of “Soapy’s” “civil rights” crusade, the 
Governor is left with one foot on the boat, the other on the dock, and 
a. stiff breeze is blowing.

The protest of Gen. Hodes, Europe- 
an commander of the U. S. Army, 
against sending “low mentality 
groups” to foreign military service is 
national news ot first importance. It 
is news that we fear will not reach, 
with its full implications, the bulk of 
the American people. The facts, how- 
ever, will be exploited to their full 
worth by the enemies of our country. 
For the truth is that in many parts 
of the world the people mean it when 
they say, “Yankee, go home.” 

One of the reasons why our coun- 
try is earning more hatred than love 
is that foreign troops are never wel- 
come indefinitely. Whether they are 
occupying armies among conquered 
peoples, as in Japan and Germany, or 
police garrisons as in Iceland and 
scores of other places in the world, 
sooner or later they are intensely un- 
welcome. 


Acute Dislike 

This historic distaste for foreign 

troops is even more acute when racial 
ifferences are a 

Gen. Hodes’ protest that some of 
the men assigned overseas are unfit 
to represent their country apparently 
made no reference to race. In view 
of the integration orders from the Su- 
preme Commander in the White 
House, he hardly could have mention- 
ed it. 

The subject is in the spotlight as a 
result of indignation over a gang-rape 
in Bamberg, Germany. Seven Ameri- 
can soldiers are charged with as- 
saulting a girl of 15. All seven are 
Negroes. 

Behave Badly 

Reports have been currant for some 
time that American troops have be- 
haved badly in foreign places. Not all 
of the crimes of —_ are comuinit- 
ted by Negro troops. The army does 
not keep statistics race and there- 
fore it is not possib ble to get an offi- 
cial statement. Statistics on crime by 
race are available in the United 
States, however. They show plainly 
that Negroes commit far more than 
their share. 

Would it be surprising if Negro 
troops have a similar record overseas? 

United States should not per- 
mit Negro troops to be billeted in all- 
white countries. But national policy 
forbids segregation in the armed 
forces. Segregation, we have been 
told, supplies bad propaganda. Yet

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Blueprint For Chaos 


For a thorough and factual presentation of the reasons behind the 
U. S. Supreme Court’s Black Monday decision and current agitation for

If a white Southerner had made the foregoing statements as descrip- 
tive of the aims of Negro political action groups, he would no doubt 
have been branded by “cool-headed” southern moderates as hysterical and 
hot-headed. But here we have the deliberate, thoughtful statement of the 
fact in a magazine of large national circulation by an author obviously 
reporting the situation exactly as he sees it. 

Regardless of the temperatures of our respective heads, the con- 
sequences will be the same for us all, so let us “cool-heads” and “hot- 
heads,” “level-heads” and “slant-heads,” “round-heads” and square-heads,” 
“Jean-heads” and “fat-heads” close ranks and present a united,* effective 
front for the winning of the struggle ahead.

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Storm Trooper Tactics: 


Brotherhood, Understanding 
Can’t Be Forced By Bayonets 





Southerners have been disturbed 
and all other thinking Americans pain- 
ed at recent developments in Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, where bayonets 
and tanks have been used in an ef- 
fort to force racial integration among 
school students. 

No one questions the need for 
maintaining law and order, or that 
domestic disturbances are unbecom- 
ing. Nevertheless, authorities in both 
states seem to have shown a callous 
disregard for due legal processes, in 
an obvious desire to impress outsiders 
with their “liberalism.” 

The U. S. Supreme Court, in de- 
creeing enforcement to federal courts 
and federal integration, have specifi- 
cally delegated its enforcement to fed- 
eral courts and federal marshals, not 
to the armed forces of the Southern 
states. Moreover, gubernatorial action 
has circumvented the right of local 
school boards to act in local cases. In 
Kentucky, particularly, state law re- 
quires that local boards must take 
action in such cases before Negro 
students can enroll. 

Studied disregard for legal pro- 
cesses and the use of Hitler Storm 
Trooper tactics have perhaps doomed 


the future political chances of both 
Governor Chandler and Governor 
Clement. Their clumsy efforts have 


served to increase rather than lessen 
tension caused by the racial crisis. 
Certainly neither governor has made 
any effort whatsoever to exhaust exist- 
ing legal recourses before knuckling 
under to the mixiologists. 

There has been much pious talk of 
“brotherhood and understanding” in 
the grave race problem created by the 
unfortunate Black Monday decree. 
Needless to remark, brotherhood and 
understanding cannot be established 
through arbitrary use of bayonets, 
tanks and machines, to intimidate 
those who protest radical overnight 
changes in the customs and habits of 
a century. 

These observations are in no wa 
intended to condone “mob violence,” 
which seems to us as having been 
greatly exaggerated.

Wier charged Gerber was “a prose- 
cutor, witness and _ self-appointed 
judge” in the hearings, whose “sole 
object” was “to prove that integration 
has not worked.” 

Rep. Williams of Mississippi 
promptly commented: It’s rather dif- 
ticult for me to understand how Mr. 
Wier can judge the counsel's action 
rom Minnesota. 

Subcommittee chairman James C. 
Davis (D-Georgia) said no “Radicals” 
could make*him stop the hearings. 
He said Wier was grossly mis-in- 
formed. 

Evidently, the opponents of the 
hearings could not bring up any facts 
to contradict the testimony unfavor- 
able to integration, so they decided 
their only hope lay in trying to call 
the hearings off. 

Sex Problems 

But the facts about the mess in 
Washington’s schools are on the rec- 
ord, and here are some of them: 

ro Paul Collins, former princi- 
pal of Eastern Junior High School, 
said he quit because of a heart ail- 
ment, aggravated by the problems of 
integration. 

Collins said, in an affidavit: “The 
problem of discipline was tremen- 
dous. Colored girls used language 
worse than any I ever heard in the 
Marine Corps. Knifings became more 
or less commonplace, and many sex 

roblems were reported during the 
irst year following integration. 

“White girls complained of bein: 
touched in the hallways by colo 
boys in the most suggestive manner, 
and a colored girl complained that a 
colored boy exposed himself to her 
in class.” 

Hugh S. Smith, principal of a jun- 
ior high school which has become 
fifty-seven per cent Negro, said Ne- 
gro discipline problems arose when 
Negroes were transferred to less-strict 
white schools and “did not know 
what to do with their freedom.” 

Smith testified that the average I. 
Q. in his school has dropped, in ten 
years from 96 to 82. Only ten of the 
130 seventh graders are actually up 
to seventh grade level, he said. 

Girls Pregnant 

Smith said twenty-seven girls 
dropped out of his school last year 
because they were pregnant. All but 
two, he said, were Negroes. 

Smith said it would take about ten 
years for integration to succeed in 
Washington, and by that time, most 
of the white people would have 
moved away, leaving the city sub- 
stantially colored. “ 








TV Crime Shows 
Discriminate 

Why is it that Sgt. Joe Friday, 
ace “Dragnet” television crime 
sleuth, never comes up with a 
colored criminal in his dragnet? 
Isn’t this discrimination? 

Neither this nor any other TV 
program has ever featured a color- 
ed thug or villian. All lawbrakers 
are white, which fact is at wide 
variance with actual crime records. 

Based on 1950 prison popula- 
tion, rate of Negro inmates was 
516% above the white rate. For 
a detective demanding all the facts, 
Sgt. Friday seems to have notori- 
ously poor luck. 














Under heavy fire from Rep. Wil- 
liams, Smith admitted there was a 
“difference” between the achieve- 
ment levels of white and Negro pu- 
pils even from the same socio-eco- 
nomic nn. and the Negroes 
were behind. 

Mrs. Helen R. Maguire, principal 
of Davis elementary school, said its 
enrollment angel toon 55 to 90 per 
cent colored this year as white ple 
moved away. She said the ph rena 
ment level of the pupils is “wa 
down” from the pre-integration level. 
“I don’t think we can use our sixth 
grade books again,” she said. “They’re 
too difficult.” 

Indecent Exposure 

Miss Catherine Reed} a_ teacher, 
said discipline was “very difficult to 
maintain” in her class of 41 of which 
only ten were white. “My third and 
fourth graders were continually fight- 
ing in the classroom and there were 
several sex incidents,” she said. One 
colo boy “exposed himself to a 
white girl several times.” 

Mes. Elva C. Wells, a principal, 
said there was a marked increase in 
“foul and obscene” language when 
the Negroes moved in. She said 
there was an increase in complaints 
about colored boys approaching white 
girls. There were two cases “this 
week,” she said. “I guess you can’t 


control that sort of thing.”

In Crude Vote Fraud 


A pitiable example of the way 
Negroes are being used by pro-Com- 
munist advocates of integration was 
afforded in the recent Staté election 
in Texas. 

In one all-Negro voting box in Fort 
Worth, the official voting list was 
turned in by the precinct chairman 
with the names of the voters listed 
alphabetically. 

State laws specify that the name 
of each voter shall be entered on the 
list at the time he receives his ballot 
and marks it. Of course voters do 
not come to the polls in alphabetical 
order so there was something obvious- 
ly wrong.

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Psychologist Finds Negroes Below 
Whites In Capacity For Education 


(MOBILE, ALA., PRESS) 

Dreamers behind the current move- 
ment for racial integration in-Ameri- 
ca received a severe jolt when U. S. 
News & World Report, a weekly 
news magazine, released a story on 
race differences by Dr. Frank C. J. 
McGurk, associate professor of psy- 
chology at Villanova University. 

After extensive study, Dr. McGurk 
comes to these significant conclusions: 
“That Negroes are below whites. in 
capacity for education” and_ that 
“improvement of Negroes’ social and 
economic status does not reduce this 
difference.” 

Dr. McGurk bases his findings 
upon a number of studies made dur- 
ing and since World War I. 

In his copyrighted article, he says: 

“If we in America are going to 
make any sense out of the Supreme 
Court’s desegregation decision, we 
will have to be more factual about 
race differences, and much less emo- 
tional. We can have our dreams, if 
we -like to dream, but we should be 
willing to distinguish between dream 
and reality. Already, we have gone 
too far toward confusing these two 
things. . 


“ 


. Regardless of our emotional 
attachment to the school-desegrega- 
tion problem, certain facts ae ie 
faced. First, as far as psychological- 
test performance is a measure of ca- 
pacity, for education, Negroes as a 
group do not possess as much of it 
as whites as a group. This has been 
demonstrated over and over. 


“Next, we must realize that, since 
1918, the vast improvements in the 
social and economic status of the Ne- 
gro have not changed his relationship 
to the whites regarding capacity for 
education. This is not to say that this 
relationship cannot be changed; it 
says merely that it has not en 
changed. It implies strongly that we 
are approaching the race difference 
problem from the wrong direction. 


| ey. as far as our knowledge 
of the problem goes, the improve- 
ment in the social and economic op- 
portunities, have only increased the 
differences between Negroes and 
whites.

more from them. This serves to em- 
phasize the former statement that a 
fruitful approach to racial equality 
cannot follow the lines of social and 
economic manipulation. There _ is 
something more important, more ba- 
sic to the race problem than differ- 
ences in external opportunity.” 

We must conclude from these find- 
ings then that the effect of throw- 
ing Negroes into schools with white 
children will be to pull’ down the 
level of education for whites. 

Such has been the result of inte- 
gration in the Washington, D. C. 
schools. Dr. McGurk’s findings should 
serve to blast all hopes of the dis- 
trict’s school leadership that the dif- 


















ferences will disappear in the future. 

If Dr. McGurk’s findings are true, 
then we may well assume that the 
National Association for the Advance- . 
ment of Colored People and_ its 
friends on the Supreme Court bench 
will soon begin insisting upon great- ~ 
er opportunities for Negroes than 
those afforded white so as to allow 
them to catch up. 

Maybe someday the whole nation 
will come to realize that southerners _ 
who have consistently expressed opin- 
ions similar to those of the scientist 
will realize that this kind of talk is 
not just emotional prattle as many 
detractors of the South would have 
people believe-—The Mobile Press.

parently saw little to condemn in 
separate schools—at least segregated 
schools were rarely denounced even 
in the North. The present attitude 
of ministers might strike one as curi- 
ous unless one realizes that Southern 
clergymen have been “sold” school 
desegregation as a moral right. 

But is mixed schooling really kind 
and humane? Is the Negro child more 
likely to feel bitter and frustrated in 
a school as good as that of his white 
neighbor, with teachers of his own 
race; or as a hard core minority in a 
sea of white faces subject to all of the 
affronts (subtle and deliberate) en- 
countered by the child who is “dif- 
ferent”? . 

(4) That integration has worked 
well in Washington, D.C. 

One’s conclusion here will depend 
upon where one looks for authority. 
According to the Washington Post, 
desegregation has proceeded smooth- 
ly and with a minimum of friction. 

According to Washington teachers 
and principals, who must unfortunate- 
ly speak off the record for fear of 
reprisals, Negro pupils were timid and 
docile during the first year of de- 
segregation; belligerent and aggres- 
sive the second year, when they found 
that they couldn’t keep up; racial in- 
cidents reported in the papers are 
scarcely one-tenth of those which 
occur; Negroes are from one to four 
grades retarded in school; vandalism 
and destructiveness are appalling; 
many Negro pupils have begged to 
return to their former cabal. 

(5) That under integration the 
Negro will in a few years catch up 
and perform as well as the white. 

If this is true it certainly goes 
counter to all of the evidence (both 

ublished and suppressed) over the 
ast 30 years, plus the historical evi- 
dence as well. Mental tests given to 
thousands of Negroes show that the 
Negro pupil does indeed achieve 
somewhat better in Northern than in 
Southern States, but that in each area 
he is relatively just as far behind the 
white pupil. 

The percentage of Negroes who do 
school work as well as the average 
white is about 25%—whether North 
or South. Large numbers of Negroes 
in the public schools can lead to only 
one result: ‘standards go down and 
stay down. 

(6) That the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision is the “law of the land”; that 
the Supreme Court “has spoken,” etc. 

These statements are true enough, 
but are not very convincing as de- 
terminers of behavior. The Ameri- 
can—from the time of the Boston Tea 
Party—has never accepted or obey 
unjust and discriminatory laws. The 
implication that the Supreme Court is 
sacrosanct or omniscient is rather 
fatuous in view of the fact that in- 
dividual justices criticise each other 
more scathingly than any Southern 
congressman has yet done!

(7) That those who favor separate 
schools for Negro and white are “pre- 
judiced”. 

It is well to distinguish between 
race prejudice and race preference, 
since prejudice nowadays has come 
to mean little more than that you 
don’t agree with me. Prejudice always 
implies an uncritical attitude of dis- - 
taste toward a whole group, (a race or 
a nationality) and is often tinged with 
malice and even hatred. The South- 
ern white does not hate the Negro, 
either as an individual or as a group. 
In fact, the Negro’s present economic 
and social gains have been due chiefly — 
to the help given by Southern whites. 
But the whites prefer a dual society 
—and I suspect the Negro does, too, 
And such preference is not prejudice.
